The Pupil's Manual is simply a collection of 
all the important roots of the English Language. 

Its oTjJect is accomplished as soon as these roots 
are accurately committed to memory by the pupil. 
The English derivatives under each root are not 
intended as an exercise to be prescribed to the 
pupil, but are merely laid down to aid him in com- 
mitting the roots to memory, since there is a 
resemblance in form between both ; consequently 
the one will naturally suggest the other, according 
to the philosophic doctrine of suggestion. The 
French derivatives have been added not only be- 
cause the two languages have a common origin, but 
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Ik«(*!IUso tho French throws light on a great portion 
of \\h\ Knglish language. Generally, where the 
Knglihli derivative ditters in form from its root, it is 
owing to tho change which the word has imder- 
g(Mu» in hivoming French l>efore it became Eng- 
lit^li. 

Ah ^»ni^ cannot fail to observe how different Latin 
wohIh arii tViMu (iivck,and these again from Saxon, 
and an tlu^ir derivatives retain the same marked 
din'oronccrt, it has been deemed important to pre- 
Hurvt* thirt dilfcroniM) by arranging the Latin, Greek, 
and Saxon in Bei>jirate divisions — placing the 
Latin lirst, aa tho wonls which require the first and 
bjujcial attention of tlio pupil are of Latin origin. 
Tho JVolixea, Affixes, and lioots are also kept 
beparate. Tho Prefixes and Affixes are arranged 
before the Hoots, as there are few of them, and 
thereibro they may be quickly committed to mem- 
ory ; and thus the pupil may proceed at once to the 
full analysis of the Latin derivatives. The same 
arrangement is observed with the Greek and 
n. The Fourth Division, of Proper Names, 
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will be found very interesting, showing liow many 
of our common terms have come into existence.

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SAXON AND OTHER LANGUAGES. 

PREFIXES OF SAXON ORIGIN. 

In Saxon was interchangeable with he^rje^for^ 
and to. In some compounds it does not seem 
to have altered the signification of the simple 
word ; in which cases we find it generally omit- 
ted in English, as Eng. hite from Saxon ahit- 
um^ Eng. break from Saxon ahrecan. We 
use arise and aicake^ however, where the pre- 
fix a has no appreciable signification, or is 
merely prosthetic. In other compounds it 
gives some force or inte^isity to the simple 
word, as ahet^ abide. In other words, the Eng- 
lish prefix a seems to be a contraction of cer- 
tain prepositions, as of cc^, at; ahunting, afish- 
ing — of ^n, in; afield, abed, ablaze, asleep — 
of of of; o'clock, anew — and of on, on ; afoot, 
aboard, aside, afar.
